Dear Sir:—Major Taliaferro was 
born at Whitehall, King county, Va.. 
on February 28, 1794. "He was the 
fourth son of James Garnett and Wil- 
helmina Wishart, an only' daughter of 
Rev. 
John Wishart of Perth, Scot- 
land, a lineal descendant of George 
Wishart, the last of the martyrs for 
conscien4e sake. 
In 1637 four brothers, John,. Lawr 
rence, James and Francis, emigrated 
from Genoa,- Italy, "to England-.rjfcnd 
after spending five years in London 
they came to Jamestown, 'Va., in 
1642. 
From-/these four brothers 
sprang a large .connection. Some/ were 
officers and privates in the Revolu- 
tionary War, the War of 1812 and 
the Mexican War.

-•- When war was declared against 
England in 1812, Major Taliaferro 
and four brothers were enrolled on 
August 6, 1812, in a volunter com~ 
pany of light infantry, commanded 
by Captain Meriwether Taliaferro— 
35th Infantry Regiment. He behaved 
gallantly at Fort Erie "and Sackets 
Harbor. After peace was declared hie 
was retained as a Lieutenant in the 
3rd Regiment of the regular army. 
In 1816 he was stationed at Fort 
Dearborn (now Chicago).' He was 
noted "for his proficiencyvin military 
affairs and tactics. In 1818 he was 


- granted a,furlough of four months 
on account of sickness and on leaving 
Ills-post he went to Bedford Springs. 
On his recovery ~he went to Washing- 
ton and while there called on Presi- 
dent Monroe. After complimenting 
him, the President asked him to re- 
sign his commission, informing him 
that a fort would be built near the 
Falls of St. Anthqny and that an In- 
dian Agency would be established 
there, to which.he offered -to*appoint 
him. 
Accordingly, a commission; 
dated March 2.7, 1819, was tamed, to 
/ him. - He immediately resigned his 
Lieutenancy and, repaired to St.

Indians and, at the -same time,- to 
protect the interests of the govern* 
ment, ' In the performance' of hi! 
official duties he oftentimes incurred 
the displeasure of .somex>f the mili- 
tary officers and the'bitter and-unre- 
lenting hostility of;the fur companies 
and Indian traders, who made repeat- 
ed but unsuccessful efforts to have 
him^removed. And 1 - may say- here 
once -for all, that he, with unswerv- 
ing fidelity, continued to protect 
alike the Indians and the govern- 
ment.

On August 24, 1819, Colonel Leav- 
enworth, with a portion of the 5th 
Infantry arrived/at' the. fort. He al- 
lowed the Indians to loiter around 
the camp and mingle with the troops 
Major 'T^liaftsrro. disapprofed/of :tbis 
course; jjhejjtce^the relations Between 
the officers-were'no-longer'harmoni- 
'ous. ' .Bui in.1820' when'Governor 
. Cass visited: the .fort.'he iioon dlscov- 
ered the weakness of Colonel Leaven- 
Tworth's /action and remarked to Ma- 
jor Taliaferro/' "the Indians In this 
quarter are spoiled and .they<shoulc 
not be permitted to enter the'camp;' 
The''Colonel, was.-Informed of the re- 
' marks Of Governor" Cass.

A few days after this occurrence 
Jdsiah Snelling, who had been pro- 
moted to the Colonelcy of the regi 
ment, arrived with his family and as 
sumed the command of the fc-rt. To 
show that Major Taliaferro was righ 
in his position, the following letter 
written by Colonel Snelling, is given: 
"In justice to Lawrence Taliaferro 
Esq., Indian Agent at this Post, we 
the undersigned officers of the Fifth 
Regiment here stationed, have pre- 
sented him this paper, as a token, not 
only of an individual respect and es 
teem but as an entire approval of his 
conduct and deportment as a public 
agent in this-quarter. Given at St 
Peter's this 4th day of October, 1820 
(Signed) I. Snelling, Col. 6th Inf.; S 
Burbank, B. Maj.; David 
Perry 
Gapt.; D.* Godding, Pro. Capt.; Ed 
Purcell, Surgeon; P. R. Green, Lieut 
and Adj.; W; G. Camp, Lt. and-Q. M.

In the fall a sawmill was built, for 
the use of the garrison, on the wes 
side of St. Anthony's Falls (which in 
1823 was fitted up for grinding 
flour). 
As the troops and the In 
dians were becoming greatlj* demor 
alized by the supply ot .whiskey to 
them by the- whiskey -dealers, the 
laws prohibiting the sale were .made 
more stringent and Major Taliaferro 
determined to tstop the business. In 
'doing so, he, of course, incurred their 
hostility.

Harrodjvburg, Ky.. March 12, 1907. 
Harrodsburg, the county seat of 
Mercer county, is down'In old Ken- 
tuck, the- great state noted for many 
things, among which are its beautiful 
ladiea, Jts,"fertile soil that grows the 
•utrlcloui blue grass and produces 
more bushel8,of corn or pounds of to- 
bacco to the acre than any other 
state, and tn the hounds of which is 
mad« snore Bourbon and Moonshine 
whiskey than any other state. 
Harrodsbnrg is a town of some 
tour thousand souls; a very prettily 
laid out town. It is also a dry 
town since, January 1, 1907; I mean 
dry because last fall there was held 
an election that said nay, nay, Pau- 
line, you must go elsewhere if you 
want 4v legal drink of rum. The'ma- 
jority for a dry town was very small. 
There are not many manufactories 


here,; one large wholesale grocery 
company, which is managed by N. L. 
Gurry, one of the most pleasant men 
one meet's; •'• He works hard, believes 
that, "the laborer is worthy of his 
hjre" andvl am assured, when I_look 
around and* see the prosperity' that 
surrounds him, that he^is getting his 
hire. -The old court house wherein, 
many claim, injustice is dealt out, 
bears the mark of many a hard- 
fought battle with Winchesters and 
knives. A number of men have been 
killed *and many" more -wounded tn 
and "Sear tfils old brick court house 
than can be counted by the oldest 
resident. Feuds are settled, here. 
The main roads leading from the 
town are all. piked with limestone 
which; abojands here and are kept up 
in "flite styler The farming land is 
just, rollingS}*ipugh to drain itself, 


f the fences are built to 
last .forever, being built of stone 
TJie land hereabouts sells very readily 
at twb hundred and fifty dollars per 
'acre. In fact one can scarcely buy it 
ev«n at this fancy pr.ice. One farmer 
toTd me t that his tobacco- crop the 
past year averaged him eighty dol- 
lars per acre over and above what he 
had paid, out for labor on the same; 
.said be had a lot that brought him 
twenty-two cents a pound, while his 
poorest Drought him ten cents per 
pofind. '

4 seelots~of cornvas<,yet unhusked,

-fields are now jsowed in wheat. 
4E>armer£ down here mostly haul the

NEW TRIAL FOR ROSE 


Opinion and Decree Reached Bedf ore 


" ' ' March ifc,T'.",'' 
,'•.-' 


The following Opinion and Decree 
of-the Court in re new trial -for Henry 
Rose is a little late in' being filed 
having reached the Clerk of the Court 
on Tuesday of this week. It wilj no 
in any way'affect the sentence. :of_-the 
prisoner. It is a ;flled pap'er and is 
therefore, givjen exactly as it is. 
"Henry Rose the defendant was 
tried and convicted of murder in the 
first degree. A motion for the arrest 
of Judgment and "reasons for a New 
Trial were filed, fifty-three in all. 
The evidence In the case was wholly 
circumstantial and while the jury was 
warranted from the evidence to come 
to the conclusion and find the de-r 
fondant guilty of the crime, it seems 
to us that under the evidence a ver- 
dict, of murder in the second degree 
might have been justifiable from-the 
absence of any direct evidence as to 
the existence of positive premedita- 
tion to take life, and yet the defend- 
ant has not shown any circumstances 
which rebuts the theory of the Com- 
monwealth, as produced at the trial 
of the case. Still, we feel, that if 
any doubt lingers about the evidence, 
tne prisoner should have the benefit 
of that doubt and,in our charge to the 
jury/"as to reasonable doubt, we may 
not have explained this principal of 
law as fully as we. should .have done, 
and for fear we made a mistake we 
have come to the conclusion to grant 
a new trial.DECREE:—-

Opinion and Decree Reached Bedfort 


' March liiB,"'." 


The following Opinion and Decree 


of the Court in, re new trial for Henry 
Jlose is a little late in being filed 
having reached the Clerk of the Cour 
on Tuesday of this week. It wllj no 
in any way affect the sentence of-th 
prisoner. It is a filed paper and is 
therefore, given exactly as it is. 
"Henry Rose the defendant wa 


tried and convicted of murder in th 
first degree. A motion for the arres 
of Judgment and'reasons for a New 
Trial were filed, fifty-three in all. 
The evidence in the case was wholly 
circumstantial and while the jury was 
warranted from the evidence to come 
to the conclusion and find the de- 
fendant guilty of the crime, it seems 
to us that under the evidence a ver- 
dict, of murder in the second degree 
might have been justifiable from-the 
absence of any direct evidence as to 
the existence of positive premedita- 
tion to take life, and yet the defend- 
ant has not shown any circumstances 
which rebuts the theory of the Com- 
monwealth, as produced at the trial 
of the case. 
Still, we feel, that if 


any doubt lingers about the evidence, 
tue prisoner should have the benefit 
of that doubt and in our charge to the 
jury,"as to reasonable doubt, we may 
not have explained this principal of 
law as fully as we should have done, 
and for fear we made a mistake we 
have come to the conclusion to grant 
a new trial.

ity for visiting the Indians. He of- 
fered them the old government mill 
near the falls as well as the farm at 
Lake Calhoun for mission stations. 
In 1830 Major Taliaferro directed 
Capt. 11. H. Gale to exclude all In- 
dians from the encampment. 


"In 1832," Major Bliss says, "Ma- 


jor Taliaferro brought his wife, a 
very handsome woman, to the fort 
and they, made their home with us 
•until their quarters were prepared." 
He married Miss Eliza Dillon, a 
daughter of Humphrey Dillon of 
Bedford, Pa. 
In 1836 Major Talia- 


ferro mariied James Wells, trader, to 
Jane Duncan 


On July 2 the steamboat St. Peter 


arrived at the fort and among the 
passengers was the distinguished 
French astronomer and geologist, I. 
N. Nicolett. He came on a scientific 
exploration and was for some time 
the guest of Major Taliaferro, and 
they became warm friends. 
In 1837 


the government directed Major Talia- 
ferro to select a full and properly 
authorized delegation of the Sioux 
nation and take them to Washington 
for the purpose of talking over the 
sale of their lands lying east of the 
Mississippi river. 


At the same time he was directed 


to assemble their chiefs before the 
Indian Commissioner, General Dodge 
of Illinois and Gen. William R. Smith 
(see note 1) at Fort Snelling, for the 
purpose of formulating a treaty. The 
fur companies and the traders used 
all their influence to prevent the In- 
dians from making a treaty but were 
unsuccessful 
and the treaty was 


made. 


During the negotiations a' rough 


trader named Warner fabricated a 
spurious bill for damages against the 
Indians, for $20,000, which they re- 
pudiated. Warner gathered a large 
band of Pillage Indians and half- 
breed ruffians and rushed into the 
room where rthe Commissioners were 
in session, with the intention of In- 


timidating them and compelling the 
payment of the claim.* Then Major 
Taliaferro, without fear and with 
great courage and determination, 
drew out. a pistol and aimed at War- 
ren, 
when Chief 
Hole-in-the-Day 


shouted, "Shoot, our Father!" "Hold! 
wait a moment," exclaimed General 
Dodge. 
.Major Taliaferro replied, 


"Very well, sir, I only hold for the 
first covert act of hostility, then. I 
will sell my life, if need be, after the 
fall of the dastard who has attempt- 
ed to intimidate the Commissioners." 


The treaty having been agreed to, 


Major Taliaferro proceeded to select 
the delegation and to take them to 
Washington. There were many hun- 
dreds of Sioux and Chippewa Indians 
present and in order to prevent hos- 
tilities between them he "could not 
leave until after they were dispersed. 
Besides this, the traders were trying 
in every way to prevent the depart- 
ure of the delegation. However, with 
much adroitness and strategy, hav- 
ing engaged a steamboat, he managed 
to get qff. with the delegation with 
the aid of men of' firm purpose, in 
spite of the opposition of the traders, 
who boasted that the government 
would be unable to get the "Indians 
to make a treaty without their influ- 
ence. 


The delegates consisted of 35 per- 


sons, including Indian .interpreters 
and attendants. 
Some of the trad- 


ers even followed to Washington in 
a vain effort to control the Indians. 
(These Indians passed thrpugh Bed- 
ford in stage coaches—as described 
by. me in an article published one 
year ago). 
The delegation of In- 


dians met the President and o'ffloers 
of the government, and the treaty 
was duly executed on September 29, 
1837, and it'was ratified by the Sen- 
ate in 1838. By the terms of this 
treaty the Sioux ceded to the United 
States all the land between the St. 
Croix and Mississippi rivers, which 
included the present site of St. An- 
thony and St. Paul. 
(See note 2). 


On the return trip Major Taliaferro 


secured the steamer Rolla at St. 
Louis, which reached Fort Snelling 
November 10, 1837. Major Plympton, 
Commander, gave tne party a rojdl 
and hearty welcome. 


In 1838 Major Taliaferro drove the 


worthless Parrant and other whiskey 
dealers from the encampment and 
they then crossed the river and open- 
ed hovels at the present site of St. 
Paul, as the land there was then open 
to squatters. In 1838 Major Talia- 
ferro went to St. Louis to make pur- 
chases for the Indians, in fulfillment 
of the treaty, horses, cows and farm- 
ing utensils, and $6,000 worth of

Note 2 — I wish to make an expla-

I 
found this statement in a report of a 
committee of the United States Sen- 
ate rejecting the ,claim of Carver for 
a tract of land embracing the present 
site of St. Paul, on the ground that 
the Sioux never owned any land on 
the east side of the Mississippi. But 
upon a careful examination of the 
matter I find that there were two 
bands or branches of the Sioux na- 
tion — the Sioux of the river and the 
Sioux of the plain. It was the Sioux 
of the river who made this disclaim- 
er, but the land did belong to the 
Sioux of the plain.

June 5th, the National Order of Hep- 
tasophs or Seven Wise Men will meet 
and June 16 the Benevolent and Pro- 
tective Order of Elks.

Bills Now Before the Senate and 


Homsc-. The Local Option 


Measure. 


Harrlsburg, March 12.—Consider- 
able attention was given this week to 
the Local Option bill. 
There is a 
possibility that it will be killed in 
committee and, of course, its friends 
strenuously object to the treatment. 
The bill will give to each county an 
opportunity to choose whether it fa- 
vors the saloon or not. The bill is so 
important that it should not be left 
to a few to decide whether it comes 
within'the limits of the constitution 
or not. The bill is similar to the 
Ohio local option bill, which is a suc- 
cess. 


The Anti-Bucket Shop" bill was in- 
troduced In the House by Represen- 
tative Mesta of Allegheny comity. If 
offered and supported, in good faith, 
the measure, in'the judgment of Mr. 
Mesta's colleagues, would put all 
bucket shops out of business. 
It is 
framed so as to apply to individuals, 
firms, ^corporations or 
associations 
engaged in bucket shopping while 
ostensibly 
trading as commission 
merchants or brokers in grain, pro- 
visions, petroleum, stocks and bonds. 
The bill Is made to cover telegraph 
and telephone companies which may 
furnish quotations to bucket shops 
over their wires. 
Retail merchants, associations and 
local boards of trade from all parts of 
the state were largely represented at 
a hearing before the House Judiciary 
General Committee on 
the < Irwin 
Garnishment 
bill. 
The 
measure 
gives to merchants the right to attach 
ten per cent, of a creditor's salary. 


A bill to attract much attention 
was that presented by Representative 
Sedwick of Armstrong. It provides sen- 
tence of life imprisonment for hardened 
criminals convicted of burglary. The 
proposed law is patterned somewhat 
after the Ohio law and that in opera- 
tion in one or more southern states:" 
It provides that where it is not a first 
offense a person convicted of entering 
an occupied dwelling house at night 
shall be sentenced to hard labor or 
solitary confinement for life. When 
the crime Is committed by such a per- 
son during daylight the sentence 
shall be fifteen yeats, or entering a 
building otner than a dwelling for 
the purpose of robbery the sentence 
shall be ten years. Extreme penalty 
called for in the bill is defended on 
the ground that a hardened criminal 
entering a dwelling at night is pre- 
pared to commit murder, if necessary, 
to escape arrest. 
When the Senate convened it pro- 
ceeded at once to the consideration 
of bills on final passage. 
Senator 
Fox of Dauphin called^ up the Capi- 
tol Park Extension b'ill and afte'r 
speaking on its merits finally secured 
a favorable vote. It passed 35 to 7. 
It must, however, go through, the 
House and be signed by the Governor 
before the appropriation 
attached, 
amounting to' $1,600,000, becomes 
available. It is proposed to acquire 
about twenty-eigh,t acres of land ly- 
ing east of the Capitol and extending 
to the Pennsylvania railroad tracks, 
raze all buildings thereon and con- 
vert tiie ground, into a park. It is 
doubtful if tne bill will be approved 
in the House although a vigorous 
fight in its behalf is promised. 


The-* Senate passed, finally, the 


Marvin bill amending the fish, laws so 
that one person shall be limited to a 
catch of twenty pounds of 'pickerel 
or yellow perch in a single day. The 
bill now goes to the Governor. 
In the House the bills passed final- 


ly included two creating two new 
courts for Allegheny county. 
One 


went through with little or no oppo- 
sition, the vote being 147 to 21; there 
was a contest on the second, however, 
and on it the vote was 110 to 46. 
Both bills now go to the Governor. 
The short-line railroads of the 


state would be completely put out of 
business if they are placed under the 
provisions of the Dunsmore 2-cent 
rate bill, according to the argument 
advanced by representatives of these 
.corporations 
before 
the 
Railroad 
Committee of the Senate.

New York at Midnight—A Glimpse 


at Many Points of Interest—All 


Conditions of People. 


New York, March 11.—To properly 


describe New York, the second city of 
the world, would require months of 
steady writing and thousands of 
printed pages. 
How can I possibly 


condense even a. meagre few of its fea- 
tures of interest into a single short 
letter? I shall try. 


Arriving in the city at 1 o'clock 


at night I expected to find it asleep 
and quiet; on the contrary there were 
people enough on the streets, I am 
satisfied, to make twenty cities the 
size of Ft. Worth or Dallas. 
The 


wheels of traffic were still, but the 
commerce of dissipation's shops and 
dives was in full swing, and Society 
was cajoling its minions in gilded 
palaces and less pretentious meeting 
places. 
All this, too, in a blinding 


_jmow storm that would drive a South- 
ern man io doors and keep him there. 


A description of this great city 


would exhaust all the superlatives 
of the English language. In area it 
Is the largest metropolis of the world, 
and in population exceeded only by 
one. It is said here that Broadway 
is the longest street on the globe, 
that the system of parks are the larg- 
est and the Bums expended on them' 
unapproached in America er Europe. 
The ancient 
seven 
wonders 
are 


eclipsed by the giant sky-scrapers of 
Kew^'York, -the- wear suspension 
bridges and the network of under- 
*ro«nd railwayc that burrow into the 
vital* of Manhattan Island. Solomon 
In all his wealth was never half so 
rjeh as scores of men in this city who 
are reckoned as only in moderate cir- 
cumstances and his palaces and tem- 
ples would have been second rate af- 
fairs on Fifth avenue today.

slightest agitation of this ball which 
is His, shake their boasted structures 
into ruins. This church was erected 
in 1697 and contains the pew which 
Washington occupied when the head- 
quarters of the young republic were 
here. 
A graveyard adjoining is in 


strange contrast to the surging busi- 
ness world around it. 
The remains 


of Alexander Hamilton, the strong 
right arm of Washington, were in- 
terred in this primitive yard after his 
death in a duel with Burr, and a 
monument stands over his grave, and 
beside him sleeps his wife who sur- 
vived him fifty years. Captain Law- 
rence, who commanded the Chesa- 
peake, a frigate which fought the 
Shannon June 1, 1813, and who as 
he fell exclaimed. 
"Don't give up 


the ship," lies sleeping here. And a 
host of others whose epitaphs date 
back to the 17th century. 


From this church as its head, Wall 


Street works its narrow, sinuous way 
to the waters, of East River. 
This 


noted street is a monotonous succes- 
sion of banks and brokers' offices, re- 
lieved only by the/gray pillared) front 
of the Government sub-treasury and 
a statute of Washington on the spot 
where he was inaugurated President 
of the United^States. The street, took 
its name from a wall built by Gover- 
nor Peter Stuyvesant in 1663 to de- 
fend New Amsterdam, as the Dutch 
city was then called. 


Just off Wall street is the Stock 


Exchange. Through the kindness of 
a member of this .body I was admitted • 
to the gallery, where I looked down 
upon a lot of lunatics howling and; 
gesticulating in a manner that would 
send the whole outfit to the asylum in 
Texas. They were trading in stocks, 
it was said; perhaps so, but it oc- 
curred to me that such a bedlam was 
not conducive to proper trading. 
It 


was worse than a political convention 
set wild by a speech and I do not 
overstate the case when I liken them 
to lunatics. 


I was admited upon the main floor 


of the Cotton Exchange and studied, 
as best I could, the methods by which 
the price of the south's great staple 
is fixed. On its surface was pande- 
monium, lunacy, as in the Stock Ex- 
change. 
The brokers, around the 


railing of a pit, were vehemently 
squalling at each other; the bears at 
the bulls, and vice versa. "Bid May 
one," yelled a bull at the top of his 
voice, meaning 9:41, as May futures 
were then bulletined at 9-40. 
The 


bear threw up his fingers, the trade 
was made and the price of cotton was 
a point higher 
In the meantime a 


hundred others were screaming their 
offers to buy or sell. If such a prac- 
tice does not run the brokers crazy, 
eventually, who do business that way, 
then they are curiously constituted 
It is savage and unworthy of civiliza- 
tion. 


But let's quit the financial district 


and go up town, say into Fifth Ave- 
nue, 
the thoroughfare of the Bour- 


bons of fashion. The Waldorf-Astor- 
ia hotel, on this street, is said to be 
the largest and most luxurious hote 
in the entire world. Built at a cost 
of twelve million dollars, it was never 
believed that it could pay a profit on 
the enormous investment, and yet it 
does it 
It is hard to imagine a 


house with 1300 guests' rooms and 
more than 40 sumptuous public halls 
filled practically all the time.but it is 
reputed to be even so. There are a 
number of regular guests who paj 
$100 
a day for their rooms the year 


round. 
For the magnificent royal 


suite $500 a day is frequently paid 
One of its guests pays $70,000 a year 
for rooms for himself and family. I 
is needless to say he is not a day la 


borer. The furniture of the hotel 
cost $1,000,000. There are 1400 em- 
ployees, 730 being connected with the 
cltchen and dining-rooms. A stock of 
$250,000 in wines and $300,000 in 
cigars is carried. 
There Is a long 


succession of palatial residences on 
Fifth Avenue. Here live the Goulds, 
Vanderbilts, Rockefellers, Havemey- 
ers, Belmonts, Carnegles, Senator 
Clark and many others, in mansions 
built right up against each other, af- 
ter the order of "flats." One of these 
)rown stone houses has a curious 
history;it was built by an eccentric 
millionaire by the name of Plckhart, 
who imported the stone 
for 
the 


structure from Germany. 
After the 


'oundation was completed, at a cost 
of $100,000, Pickhart changed his 
plans and had it all torn d«wn. Then 
when the walls of the first story were 
finished, he again changed his mind 
and his plans and had the walls again 
orn down, at a loss of $300,000. The 
work then progressed until three 
stories had been built, when another 
change was decided upon and the 
disgusted architect threw up the job. 
Two of the stories were taken down 
by a new contractor. 
After 14 years 


he house was roofed and ready for 
occupancy, having cost over $1,000,- 
000. 
Then Pickhart decided it did 


not suit him and declared he would 
never live in it. It stood vacant for 
six years and was sold at auction for 
1400,000. A few months later Pick- 
lart died as was eminently the proper 
hing for him to do. 


It is not necessary to say anything 


about Central Park except that it cov- 
ers nearly 900 acres of very pretty 
andscape. Among its treasures is the 
amouB Cleopatra's Needle, an Egyp- 
tian obelisk presented to the United 
States in 1881 by the Khedive. It is 
a shaft 70 feet high and was erected 
jefore Moses was born, and no doubt 
he great Israelite read its inscrip- 
tions many times while he was a boy 
growing up in the home of Pharaoh— 
he Pharaoh of the Bible, who, as 
Rameses II, put an inscription upon 
ne monument that can be read today 
>y archaeologists. 
The cost of trans- 


ortation to this country, $100,000, 


was defrayed entirely by one of the 
Vanderbilts. Knowledge of the hier- 
iglyphic writing was lost in the early 
:enturies of the Christian era and for 
more than a thousand years the world 
ould not read the inscriptions on the 
ibelisk. 


In the neighborhood of this famous 


haft stands the Metropolitan Mu- 
eum, which contains more valuable 
elics of antiquity than any other in 
he world, barring only the British 
Museum and the Vatican. 
I confess 


hat, as I walked through this great 
nstitution and the exhumed treasures 
of extinct civilization passed in pano- 
rama before my eyes, I was startled, 
mystified, dazed, and overwhelmed, 
t was as if Rome had thrown off the 
ishes of ages and appeared in panto- 
mime to the startled vision of the 
iresent; as if Greece were, speaking 
rom her, splendid works in marble 
and bronze; as if body-snatchers had 
teen caught with the coffins of the 
Egyptian dead and left the dried and 
undecayed bodies behind. 


Now .as to the sculpture, ray 


opinion, strictly ex-cathedra and -not 
binding on anyone but myself, is that 
the men who are chiseled in marble 
ought to be placed in a room; by 
hemselves and no ladies admitted: 
and that the marble women should 
either be clothed or placed in a room 
and none but women admitted. It is 
especially disgraceful to permit young 
girls and boys in such places.

Brooklyn bridge was long reckon- 


ed as one of the superlative wonders* 
of modern science and skill. 
Begun 


in 1870, it was completed 13 years* 
ater after the designer, John A. 
Roebling, had lost his life in its con- 
struction, and his son, taking Dis- 
place, was crippled and became a per- 
manent invalid. 
It has two tracks 


for railroads, two for trolley cars,, 
two for teams, and a passage for foot 
passengers. 
Sixty million persona 


cross the bridge in a year-and 3,500 
trolley cars go over it daily. Late in 
the day the streets of the city pour 
their thousands onto this bridge and 
the glut of humanity Is tremendous*, 
resulting in almost daily loss of life. 


There is, however, now a greater^ 


costlier and longer bridge connecting:, 
the two cities, but it does not divert 
much of the human stream that pours, 
as heretofore over the old bridge. 
And great bridge-building is no* 
longer an exceptional achievement,, 
for there is no limit to possibilities in 
that line.

New York's "Subway"(a bad mix- 


ture of Latin and English) is one of 
the wonders of the new century. The 
city paid $34,000,000 for it» construc- 
tion under the peculiar contract that 
the road is leased ^o a corporation a 
term of 50 years, at the end of which 
time the city is to receive back the 
money paid, and the long tunnel will 
become its property with additional 
outlay. The subway Is 25 feet wide 
where there are two tracks and 50 
feet where there are four. The totai 
length underground is 21 miles. It 
was the radical product of dire ne- 
cessity. 
The surface and overhead 


cars could not possibly handle the Im- 
mense human traffic. 
A novel sight 


to a stranger in the city is to witness 
in the early mornings and late after 
noons the streams of humanity that 
are poured upon the streets, the myr 
lads of bobbing heads and shuffling 


lionaire murderers and its Jean v « j 
Jeans in cells for the taking of bread 
the desperation of abject necessity; 
the tenement houses wnere a million, 
pale degenerates are huddled in piti- 
ful squalor; Castle Garden and its- 
contributions to the city; the-Bowery- 
reeking with the scum of vice! re-- 
liglon in broadcloth and religion in 
rags; the hospitals with their groan- 
ing tales -of distress; the great help- 
Ing hand of J charity so manifest in 
many ways but so inadequate to the- 
demand; all these are 7 subjects I 
would love to dwell upon but lack of* 
space forbids. 


At this writing New York is ahtv- 


ering in the grip of a snow storm, 
and I have watched*with much in- 
terest the fight that traffic is having, 
with it. 
The sidewalks are kept 


clear by the building tenants and the • 
street car tracks are swept by re- 
volving brushes, but the result is. 
the massing of the snow on the sides . 
of the streets, and the cars move 
through the 'space between these- 
walls of snow like railroad cars 
tarough a cut. Today the snowing. 
ceased and the evening papers say 
that 8,000 men are at work with 
shovels and 4,000 carts are hauling 
the snow to the water. 
They will- 


work all night and by morning the 
streets throughout the city will be 
cleared. 
I have seen 
a hundred 


horses, perhaps, fall prostrate on the 
slippery car tracks (for there is no 
other street room) and a long string 
of cars would bank up behind them 
until the police could with great ef- 
fort restore the animals to their feet. 


New York, the throbbing heart of 


commerce, where all the extremes of 
society meet, where a new life ar- 
rives every few minutes and one de- 
parts almost as often, has no peer 
this side of the ocean. Never sleep- 
ing, never idle, it is a poem of archi- 
tecture, a symposium of industry, a 
continuing serial of tragedy.

SPRING SHIRTWAISTS 


Two New and Pretty Designs Fojr 


This Season's Wear. 


Among the new spring shirtwaists 


are very dainty ones made of light- 
weight linen. The material is .really 
handkerchief linen but not of the 
sheerest or lightest variety. 
It is 


•bout the weight of linen used for 
men's handkerchiefs. 


These blouses are side pleated, 


some of them both front and back 
and other* only in fr«nt. If they are 
p!e«ted In the back it 1* only from a 


yoke, as pleats in the back of a waist 
that opens in front are very unbecom- 
ing, being apt to make the waist bag 
in the back. These waists are made 
with large sleeves of medium full- 
ness, with cuffs about five inches 
deep. The cuffs have tucks to break 
their plainness and a turnover about 
one-half their flepth. 
These turn- 


over cuffs are embroidered either in 
white or colored thread. 
They are 


made of sheerer linen than the re- 
mainder of the waist, the collars, 
which are attached to the waist, are 
standing turnovers, and. like the! 


cuffs, are made of very shallow pleat- 
ed ruffle, as is-.the turnover. When 
a collar is used for this embroidery 
the bow tie is usually of sil*, match- 
ing in color.

waist wbicb.faas just been put on the, 
market for the spring Is also of fairly 
good weight handkerchief "linen. It 
is pleated in front and is buttoned in 
the front, s A ruffle of the linen edged 
with narrow lace" borders either side 
of the central pleat reaching from the 
neck to the belt. The turn-back cuffs 
are also bordered with a very shal- 
lowpleated ruffle, as is the turnover 
collar. The waistcoat shirtwaists are 
more and more prominent among the 
spring importations.

waistcoat, usually embroidered, is set 
in at the side seams and fastens in 
front or is double-breasted.
